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f° o date the Leadership Invest- 

_ ment for Tomorrow (LIFT) Cam- 
paign has reached over $6 million in 
cash donations and pledges to be 
made to Redeemer College over the 
next five years. From September, 
when the Campaign was officially 
launched, businessmen, community 
leaders, the Board of Governors, fac- 
ulty, staff and the Student Senate, 
have all responded with generous 
gifts. 

The Board of Governors, whose 
target had been set at $250,000, gave 
in excess of $500,000. Board Chair-

Since we are the only Christian 
university in Ontario, we must prepare 
ourselves ever better as students come to 
us for a Biblically directed Christian edu- 
cation. 


the province, has decided not to 


oppose the establishment of new, 
privately-funded, degree-granting 
institutions provided there is an ap- 
propriate review mechanism. There- 
fore we are very hopeful that the 
Minister of Colleges and Universities 
will be advised by the OCUA to | 
make room in the province for new, 
privately-funded universities. Such a 
development would not only allow 
Redeemer College to receive 
expanded degree-granting powers, 
but it would further legitimize our 
existence and status. 

If the Minister accepts the 
expected recommendations, it will be 
up to the Ministry of Colleges and 
Universities to set up appropriate 
external review mechanisms and cri- 
teria. If the Ministry establishes such 
review mechanisms and procedures, 
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We also need to plan a further expan- 
sion of our facilities. We built for 500 to 
550 students, and we will be approach- 


ing the 400 student mark in the coming | 


year. This obviously places new chal- 
lenges before us, one of which is to free 
ourselves of our capital debt load. Our 
present facilities cannot be expanded as 
long as high interest is paid on our exist- 
ing debt load. We are constantly chal- 
lenged to remain an institution which ts 
on a solid financial footing. 


I want to thank the support communi- 
ty for the financial sacrifices they make, 
especially when they send us their young 
people so that they can receive a solid 
Christian education. I ask for your help 
as we do our work. We believe that we 
are called by God to do this work at this 
time. 

Elsewhere in this issue you can read 
an update on the LIFT campaign. God 
has blessed our efforts, through you, our 
support community. Please continue to 
support us and pray for us. Should you 
have questions, please direct them to us, 
and we will do our best to get to you 
quickly. It is our prayer that God will 
bless us all as we enter a new decade.

Hot Off The Press 


A recent phenomenon in academic 
writing that saves educational institu- 
tions some of the enormous costs of 
typesetting, is the technological ad- 
vance in computer software that 
allows academics the option of 
typesetting their own books for pub- 
lication. 

With the new publishing software 
a professor can write at home on a 
personal computer, print drafts on a 
dot matrix printer, and produce a 
camera-ready final copy on a laser. 
The process is more efficient and 
productive. Instead of having to sub- 
mit typed manuscripts to the printer, 
professors can submit a disc with the 
entire manuscript on it. Gone are the 
days of mechanical paste-up, galley 
proofs and bluelines. 

Theodore Plantinga, associate pro- 
fessor of philosophy says, “We can 
do some pretty sophisticated typeset- 
ting in house.” 

“If you send a good looking copy 
to the publisher, it only helps your 
chance of getting published,” re- 
marks John Byl, lecturer in physical 
education.
